NEWS OF THE MORNING. 


Colonel Gillespie of New Orleans, the 


nominee for Lieutenant-Governor, re- 
fuses to let his name be pat on the Be- 
publican ticket. 


Official statistics of the recent inun- 


dation in Spain show that four-fifths of 
the arable land is mined and 3,000 per- 
sons are missing. 


The town of Colfaxwas nearly de- 


stroyed by fire yesterday. The loss is 
not yet known. The fire started in the 
Chinese quarter. 


A Berlin dispatch says: There was a 


conference in the Foreign Office on Sun- 
day between the German Embossadors 
to Fiance, England and Russia, which 
has attracted much attention in Berlin. 
The conference was connected with 
Bismarck's visit to Vienna. 


F. 8. O'Brien and James McDnff 


were arrested in San Francisco on 
charges of perjury in connection with 
the case of Dudley H. Haskell, who 
shot and killed Charles Schwartz re- 
cently.

RAILROAD COMMUNICA- 


TION WlTrf SOUTHERN 


OREGON. 


The San Francisco Bulletin of recent 


date speculates upon the possibilities of 
a railroad communication with Southern 
Oregon, we append its remarks. 


When the Northern Pacific Railroad 


is completed to Portland, the merchants 
of New York and Chicago will be en- 
abled to place goods in that city at about 
the some rates for which they are taken 
to San Francisco. This will undoubt- 
edly aid in the development of .Portland 
and of Northern Oregon, and we may 
expect to see, in the not far distant fu- 
ture a number of successful narrow- 
gauge railroads, as tributaries to the 
main northern line, and indirectly aid- 
ing to build up the city of Portland. 
It is probable that one of the first 


aims of the people of Northern Oregon 
will be to extend railroad hues South, 
and so make the valleys, uplands, and 
mines of Southern Oregon, tributary to 
their metropolis. We cannot think the 
Portland merchants will be satisfied 
without doing their utmost to secure 
the undivided trade of all these southern 
counties, as far as the California line, 
nnd if they have the enterprise to secure 
it, the merchants of San Francisco will 
have to be satisfied. If our capitalists 
abide in dreamy content, and supinely 
await results, our northern neighbors 
will be entitled to credit even if they 
win more than their share.
